These fid- 
dies are of the ordinary pattern, but 
are cast in molds, so that each instru.

body acts os a better resonator than 
one of wood and that the tone of the 
instrument is therefore singularly pure 
and full. The same inventor is also 
making mandolins of china clay, and it 
seems that they are much appreciated 
in southern countries, where this in- 
strument is regarded more seriously 
than it isin Britain, The obvious dis- 
odvantage of a musical instrument be- 
ing made of china clay Is the brittle- 
ness of that material, as well as its 
welght, but both these drawbacks seem 
to have been forgotten.
